The few extra minutes required to 
dress up his plate in this: way..will be 
saved when you don’t have to spend 
time encouraging him to eat.

In 1941, gfter the Michigan [ezisia-

In a large plant near Mar- - 
seilles the officers recovered $2,145,200 
in fake “U.S. currency, captured the 
plates from which it was printed and 
arrested 12 counterfeiters, who are now 
awaiting trial in the French courts. 

In Chicago on last .June 2 Federal 
Judge John Philip Sullivan -terminated 
the largest domestic counterfeiting case 
of the year when he sentenced the 
seven defendants involved in the con- 


cluding 158 for counterfeiting and 1,964 
for check and bond forgery. Accord- 
ing to the Treasury report, domestic 
counterfeiting increased over the pre- 
vious year, but. not to an alarming ex- 
tent. A total of $747,434 in bills and 
coins, was picked up in the United 
States, but $644,785 of it was seized be- 
fore it could be passed. Bills and coins 
‘passed on storekeepers .and others 
réached the total of $145,214 including 
$42,566 of foreign origin. 

Chief James J. Maloney, Chief of the 
Secret Service, points out that the rec-
